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FIRST ADDRESS. 



AS we read, in such a passage as is the twelfth 
chapter of the First Epistle to the Corin- 
thians, of the spiritual gifts, the visibly miracu- 
lous powers, which in the Apostolic age accompa- 
nied, and formed part of, the ordered ministry 
of the Church, we cannot help asking why gifts 
so great, so general, and so effective of conver- 
sion, should so soon and so utterly have ceased. 
The Christ-like power of healing, the piercing 
and undazzled insight of prophecy, the mystic 
utterances of the divers tongues; — why did 
these fail so quickly that we can trace no sign 
of their continuance beyond the immediate dis- 
ciples of the Twelve, no claim to their exercise 
even in the Apostolic Fathers, — ^while St. Chry- 
sostom and St. Augustine expressly declare that 
miracles such as those of the Apostles had died 
down with the growth of the newly-planted 
faith ••> 

The answer to such questions is not fully 
given when we have laid stress upon the wide,

the almost inconceivable difference between the 
circumstances in which men become Christians 
in these later days, and the conditions under 
which the Resurrection was first preached, and 
the Church of the Apostles gathered from the 
world. True it is that hardly any words could 
overstate the energy of faith which was re- 
quired from those who were to cling through 
life and death, in spite of all that prudence, 
society, and philosophy could urge, to the 
extraordinary tenets of a small and unpopular 
sect : and that the needs of our age can be 
no measure of the weight or character of the 
evidence which God's all-seeing Love vouch- 
safed for their support. True also that there 
would even be an appearance of disproportion, 
of imperfect adaptation of means to ends, of 
wasted force, in the continuance of those sud- 
den manifestations of unearthly activity, by 
which the heathen world was first arrested 
and startled into the recognition of the hand 
and will of Almighty God. True, lastly, 
that miracles are both historically, as in the 
lives of Moses and Elisha, and essentially, 
connected with times of beginning or of re* 
vival : with the first outbreak of a new power. 
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a new spirit^ in the midst of a stubborn or 
rebellious generation, which provokes, by the 
very conflict of its reluctance, a stronger and 
more vivid action of the newly-awakened force. 
Thoughts such as these must make us recog- 
nize the fltness of the change which has passed 
over the evidences of Christianity, since the un- 
learned Corinthian could come into the as- 
sembly of the faithful, and be won for Christ 
by the manifest miracles of prophecy ^ But 
we may, I think, find yet another reason for 
the early cessation of such miracles in the 
ministry of the Church, if we consider the 
nature of their connection with the revelation 
to which they bore their converting witness : 
and at the same time we may thus lay hold, 
for our own help, on their unceasing signifi- 
cance. 

For the miraculous powers of the Apostolic 
Church had surely (as had our Lord's own 
works of mercy) no arbitrary connection with 
that invisible miracle for which they won at- 
tention and assent. Their purpose, their fit- 
ness, was not only evidential ; they were not 
mere wonders, Tepara, "feats of thaumaturgy

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challenging the astonishment of beholders," as 
the marvels of civilization may secure for the mis- 
sionary the terrified regard of the savage. No, 
they had a real, a living affinity with that hid- 
den work, within whose range they drew the 
souls of men : they were but the rendering, 
the translation into the visible sphere of that 
invisible change which was the real purpose 
of the divine activity, that spiritual miracle 
for which God had come to live in men : they 
were in close and necessary correspondence 
with the character and work of Him Whose 
Presence they betrayed. By the miracles which 
they could not miss, men might not only be 
led to ask Whose hand had wrought these 
things; it was also given them to know by 
the visible tides of God's grace in what di- 
rection the great under-currents of His Love 
were setting. As there appear, it has been 
said, upon the face of the sea signs of those 
deeper, steadier tides, which move in silence 
under the lighter changes of the surface cur- 
rents, so did the secret miracles of redemption 
and sanctification appear for a time upon the 
surface of the visible Church, translated, mani- 
fested, outspoken, in the miraculous endow- 
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ments of its ministry. And as, to turn to ano- 
ther analogy, the incomprehensible truth of the 
diversities which exist even in perfect bliss, 
whereby in the one light of the one Paradise 
saint still differeth from saint in glory, was 
shown to Dante in the parable, the economy, of 
the nine successive spheres ® : so was the invi- 
sible and unutterable miracle of the divine reve- 
lation, the bliss of the ransomed soul, the ac- 
cess by one Spirit unto the Father, rendered 
among the things of sense by the gifts of 
faith, of healing, and of tongues. When then 
the mind of the world had been brought into 
relation and acquaintance with the true miracle, 
the unveiled reality, the spiritual achievement 
of the Incarnation, then the powers which, for 
a time, and for a special purpose, had deigned 
to stay in the material order, returned to their 
proper home in the Sacraments of the Church 
and in the souls of men; when the kingdom 
of God, the spiritual city, the New Jerusalem, 
was set upon an hill, so that it could not be 
hid ; when all who would, might, by the blessed 
experience of their own souls, know what Christ 
had done, and was doing, among men, and see

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for themselves, and in themselves, the substance 
of that miracle which the outward marvels had 
but shadowed forth ;— then the power of God 
returned from the broken and imperfect ex- 
pression of His Presence in visible signs and 
wonders, to rest and work in the freedom 
and intimacy of the world of spirit; to work 
henceforward its proper miracles in the ways 
which Christ had died to open out: in "the 
changing of hearts, the cleansing of con- 
sciences ; in the healing of wounded souls, 
the opening of lips and ears and eyes to the 
voices and truths of the eternal world ; in the 
raising of souls just dead by some act of sin, 
or borne on in evil habits, or buried under hard- 
ness and impenitence, loosing them from their 
grave-clothes, strengthening and feeding them, 
filling them full of life, transforming them into 
the likeness and the fellowship of angels, into 
the image of the Oiily-Begotten Son of God." 
' But the recognition of this living and essen- 
tial connection between the inward miracle and 
its outward evidence gives also a new meaning 
and importiance to the record of the latter. For, 
if the miraculous gifts of the Apostolic Church 
were only the rendering into anbther language. 
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the translation into sight, of the abiding spiritual 
powers with which Christ endowed His Church 
by the mission and indwelling of the Holy 
Ghost ; then the record of those transient gifts 
may be to us a guide of hope and faith and 
work, in regard to the activities and range and 
direction of the great gift which is still conferred 
by the laying on of Apostolic hands in our Or- 
dination. We receive, in undiminished power 
and fulness, Him whose Presence was of old 
declared, to those who knew Him not, by the 
marvels of supernatural knowledge and healing 
and utterance : we can read the history of those 
wonderful works which, when He willed to con- 
trol the attention of the world that He might 
touch its heart. He chose as the outward ex- 
pression of His unseen miracles: may we not 
learn therefrom something of those His inward 
workings, which have never ceased, and never 
shall cease, for whose ministration we have 
dared to offer ourselves ? In the hope of finding 
some such lesson and guidance, in the hope of 
learning what we should look for, correspond 
with in our ministry, I would ask you to read 
with me the list of those x^piafiara, Siaxovicu 
and ivipyeuu by which the ministry of recon- 
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ciliation was marked in the Church of Corinth : 
the list which is given in the 8th, gth, and loth 
verses of the 12th chapter of St. Paul's First Epi* 
stle to the Corinthians. 

I greatly long that He, Whose love and might 
can cleanse the heart and guide the thoughts 
even of His most stubborn and sin-hindered ser- 
vants, may, as He only can, purify and bless for 
your use, something of that which His mercy 
may suffer me to say. 

Let us divide the subject according to the 
suggestion of the three verses with which St. 
Paul begins this part of his letter. The gifts 
which are enumerated in w. 8, 9, 10, are nine in 
number; and their enumeration is, as it were, 
an expansion, giving increased emphasis and 
intensity to the triple rhythm, which, in w. 4, 
5, 6, is expressly connected with the Three Per- 
sons of the Ever-blessed Trinity. There are, 
St. Paul has said, diversities of gifts, but the 
same Spirit: there are diversities of ministra- 
tions, but the same Lord : there are diversities 
of inwrought works, but it is the sanle God 
which worketh all in all : now he goes on to 
enlarge this threefold movement of the power 
from on high, as the circling ripples widen where 
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the stone has touched the water, into a nine- 
fold list of supernatural activities. It is at least 
reasonable to ask whether the original three- 
foldness is marked in any way within the enu- 
meration of the nine gifts ; which, being thus 
divided, would fall into these three classes :— 

The word of wisdom, 
I. ■ The word of knowledge, and 
Faith. 

{Gifts of healing, 
Works of miraculous powers, and 
Prophecy. 

(Discemings of spirits. 
Diverse kinds of tongues, and 
The interpretation of tongues. 

Let us take this division, and consider each 
of these three classes in turn. Of course, no such 
classification can be final, or, according to human 
logic, satisfactory : we can seldom, if ever, draw 
hard lines in the living and moving order of 
God's work, or put our own brackets within the 
scheme of His boundless power and love: I 
shall be thankful if this division only seems to 
you, as to me, convenient and suggestive. 
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So<f>ia, yv&(n9, ttiVti?, — ^these, then, are the first 
three gifts by which the ministry of the Church 
was accredited to the people of Corinth as mi- 
raculous and divine : by these they might know 
that those who preached to them Jesus and the 
Resurrection were indeed endued with power 
from on high: and we dare not look for less 
in the grace of Holy Orders than the spiritual 
substance and reality of these same endow- 
ments. Although in regard to the first and 
second it is the faculty of expression, the X0709 
ao^ia^, the \070y yvmaecof, which is especially 
mentioned, yet clearly all the three gifts of this 
first class diflfer from all those which follow, in 
that they mark a miraculous enabling and 
enrichment of the man's true and eternal self: 
they are not powers accidentally attached to 
his natural strength, powers which may trans- 
form the world while he who wields them re- 
mains unchanged ; but they are stages, or mo- 
ments brought about by God in the develop- 
ment and self-realization of the undying spirit : 
they are energies inseparable from the being to 
whom they are granted, and by whom they are 
exerted and expressed. It is conceivable that 
the vicious, or unloving, or insincere, might 
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work miracles of healing, or speak with diverse 
and mysterious tongues: it is inconceivable 
that any save the pure in heart should ever be 
blessed with the gifts of wisdom, of knowledge, 
and of faith. And therefore, it may well be^ 
St. Paul has placed these first among all the 
nine spiritual gifts, to mark the essential prior- 
ity of that cleansing and illumination of one's 
own true self, without which we may not hope 
to wield aright the other and more external 
powers of our ministry. But He Who in Ordi- 
nation comes to us, He Who can, through the 
merit of Christ's atonement, enable with per- 
petual light the dulness of our blinded sight : 
He is ready to prepare us, in spite of all our folly 
and all our reluctance, for the wealth of His in- 
dwelling: and when, by the grace of pardon, 
our sins are scattered as the morning cloud, 
to bring into the central fount, the very home 
and heart of our most secret self, the only life 
and light of His all-renewing gift, of wisdom 
,and knowledge and faith. 

And first He brings into the soul the wisdom 
that is from above : the wisdom that is first of 
all pure, then peaceable, gentle, and easy to be 
intreated, full of mercy and good fruits, without 
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partiality, and without hypocrisy * He makes 
us wise in regard to all the hopes and fears, the 
changes and chances, the interests and issues of 
this world ; He grants us the higher views of 
its history and movement, as divinely ordered 
for the achievement of the kingdom of God. 
He can teach us to see things not as they seem, 
but as they are, as God sees them to be : He 
will make us sensitive to the true nature and 
bearing of the things which lie about us„ so that 
we shall never, while we obey His Voice, reject 
or spurn what God holds choiceworthy, nor 
choose what He would have us spurn. We 
have, it may be, grown up under, and are still 
in bondage to, a strong code of conventional 
tastes and rules ; we have never learnt to look 
with hope for the revelation of God in that 
which has, to the eyes of fallen man, no form 
or comeliness, no beauty that we should desire 
it : but the Spirit of wisdom can lead us into 
all truth. He will take us by the hand and 
shew us, in the sick-room or in the hospital, 
the glory of patience, the sacrament of suffer- 
ing, the light of hope that breaks through 
-death itself : — He will bring us into the wretch-

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ed, squalid home, and in His wisdom we shall 
know that love is enough, that poverty, too, 
may be the outward and visible sign of an in- 
ward and spiritual grace : He may teach us, 
through pain and anguish of our own, to know 
the depths and heights of human life; till, 
by the merciful constraint of truth, He forces 
us to tear away the last rag of unreality where- 
with we have blinded our eyes to the world, 
the work, the will of God Almighty; till we 
see that there is no true glory upon earth, 
save in the Cross of Jesus Christ our Lord. 

And then, for many souls at least, He adds 
the gift of knowledge; the calmer, and more 
fully conscious apprehension of all the truths 
that we have seen with Him, as meeting and 
mutually completed in the true philosophy of life. 
It is surely so, that those who have lived long 
and faithfully in His power and service, do 
attain a yv&a-Ky a scientific understanding and 
mastery of the subject-matter of philosophy, 
which makes them utterly fearless in the pre- 
sence of criticism or positivism ; — ^they have 
reached a certain relation and stand-point in 
regard to the mysteries of existence, from which 
they know that they can never be dislodged. 
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They know Whom they have believed, and this 
knowledge they have gained by trustful com- 
munion and co-operation with Him Who came 
to them in all His fulness on the day of their 
Ordination. The philosophy which He has 
gfiven them may not be always ready for de- 
bate, it will never be effective for display, or 
minister to vanity : but it is, perhaps, the only 
system that has ever kept its promise of a fear- 
less life, and a hope that is stronger than death. 
It is not uncommon for those who have had 
much experience of parish-work, to wonder, 
almost impatiently, at the laborious and an- 
xious efforts with which they see others toil- 
ing to build or to defend a Christian theory 
of ethics or metaphysics. They cannot see 
the use or wisdom of these elaborate outworks 
about that which seems to them itself impreg- 
nable : surely it is a waste of time and strength to 
argue with those who will not see that the 
sun is risen in a cloudless sky. But those who 
thus wonder, forget, perhaps, how their own 
knowledge of the truth has come : they forget 
that Christianity has to be, for the sake of 
all, defended against those who have never 
^worked for a single hour in the strength and 
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light of the Spirit of Wisdom : who have never 
met a poor man heart to heart, or spoken with 
a penitent, or touched the hand of the dying ; 
and who are inclined, it may be, even to doubt 
whether there be any Holy Ghost. 

To one is given the word of wisdom, to 
another the word of knowledge, to another 
faith, by the same spirit : and it is faith 
which crowns and perfects God's enrichment 
and enabling of a human soul for His own 
work : faith, the substance of things hoped for, 
the evidence of things not seen : faith, where- 
by we rise beyond the region of mere moral 
certainty, in the actual realization of that which 
we believe. The word of knowledge (it has 
been well said) is a distinct gift, of great value 
to the Church, although certainly not of abso- 
lute necessity for all Christians ^ ; but '' without 
faith it is impossible to please God;" — impos- 
sible, above all, for those whose work and mis- 
sion are wholly drawn from Him Whom faith 
alone discerns. The world has long been in 
possession of intellectual attainments, of mate- 
rial triumphs, of visible beauty and magnificence, 
such as the Church can seldom or never offer :

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our ministry, our life, has no place among men, 
and meets no want, unless it comes to them in 
the light and power of a higher intuition than 
any of which nature is capable. Unless we 
ourselves are living in the continual exercise 
of a spiritual sense, whose source and object 
is God, Blessed for ever, we can tell them no* 
thing which hundreds, thousands of the laity 
could not far better tell us ; unless our mind 
is conversant with the Eternal and Unseen, 
unless our heart is devoted to His Beauty, 
our will surrendered to His Love ; unless, 
at the least, we are crying day by day, IIt<rT€i5<» 
Kvpie, fi<yq0€L fiov ry airiarlq : we can do nothing 
among those who will soon find out that we are 
on their own ground, and there weaker far than 
they : — weaker, because we wear restraints 
which only faith can transform to strength : 
weaker still, because we are not at one with 
ourselves ; because there is no singleness of 
principle or power in our lives; because we 
are coming in another's Name, to do, in our 
own way, we know not what. True, the mi- 
uistry of the Sacraments is unhindered by our 
wnworthiness and earth-bound thoughts: the- 
child is made a member of Christ aad^ an heir

of the Kingdom of Heaven, though he who pours 
upon its forehead the water of regeneration 
has never in heart or mind ascended above 
-earth : the consecrated Bread and Wine are 
the Body and Blood of Christ, though he who 
says the Prayer of their Consecration knows 
not the joy of faithful union with Him Whose 
meritorious Death he pleads. But who can 
tell how many linger outside the range of 
these saving Mysteries, or break away from 
their renewing grace, when they are minis- 
tered by those whose own lives are not lit 
with the brightness, and enabled by the strength 
of a transforming and absorbing faith ? and 
who can measure the misery, the fear, the 
shame, the sure decline and ruin of a life in 
which the reason is ever straining to force into 
reconciliation the high words of heaven and 
the low thoughts of earth, while the conscience 
is silenced with insincere apologies, or drag- 
ged down to the acceptance of an ever-lower 
standard ? 

Let us pray that God the Holy Ghost may 

» 

ever deepen and increase our faith; and that^ 
if ever its light be darkened for a while in us, 
tlie sadness of our own souls may be the worst 
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outcome of our broken strength ; that through 
the darkness we may be brought to a worthier 
love of His all-quickening Light, till the truth 
of that which is unseen control us, in body, 
soul, and spirit, and every thought be brought 
into captivity unto the obedience of Christ. 
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WE have already considered the first three 
gifts which betrayed the presence, and 
declared the power, of the Holy Spirit in the 
Church of Corinth : and we have tried to trace 
their substance and reality in the graces of wis- 
dom, knowledge, and faith, which are still con- 
veyed by the rite of Ordination, and by which 
our ministry also may be accredited. These 
three gifts we saw to be primarily intended for 
the enrichment of the recipient's own soul, as 
helps, and impulses, and guides for his true self- 
realization : those of which we are now to think, 
God helping us, seem to be primarily connected 
with the work of the clet^ among such as are al- 
ready members of Christ's Church. For of pro- 
phecy it is expressly said by St. Paul, that it ser- 
veth not for them that believe not, but for them 
which believe : and the restriction of the Apostolic 
miracles to those who had faith to be healed, the 
hindrance of our Lord's mercy at Nazareth be- 
cause of their unbelief, may, perhaps, suggest 
some such limitation, under ordinary circum- 
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stances, in the range of the yapiafiaTa lafiarfov^ 
and the ipefyyi^fiara Swdfi€oi>v. Yet I would 
again remind you how slightly and tentatively 
such limitation must be held when we are 
speaking of God's freely-chartered grace: and 
that we are only, perhaps, touching one side, or 
watching one manifestation of* His work, when 
we try to read in the ministry of the Church 
among her own children, the continuance of the 
spiritual realities which were of old expressed 
in the visible miracles' of healing, of powers, and 
of prophecy. 

*' He healeth those that are broken in heart, 
and giveth medicine to heal their sickness:" 
"He was wounded for our transgressions, He 
was bruised for our iniquities ; the chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon Him; and vnth 
His stripes we are healed :" " Foolish men are 
plagued for their offence, and because of their 
wickedness: their soul abhorred all manner of 
meat, and they were even hard at death's door : 
He sent His word and healed them ; and they 
were saved from their destruction." These are 
the gifts and miracles of healing, whose ministry 
is conveyed to us when we receive the Holy 
Ghost for the office and work of a Priest in the

Church of God. Since sin entered into the 
world, the seed of a great sickness has been 
handed down from father to son : there is a 
hidden taint upon us all ; a taint deeper down 
in our nature than any malady that has ever 
saddened the pride of a long pedigree with the 
sentence of inherited disease. The pain and 
death and corruption of the body, which by 
the outward miracles of the early Church were 
for a time arrested, are only, like those miracles, 
a visible expression of the invisible fact: the 
substance of the sickness, the sting of death, 
the strength of corruption, is known only in the 
ruin of the immortal soul. There is the strong- 
hold of the great disease : in that inner and un-» 
dying personality in which alone we know our- 
selves, our God, our pains, our joys: in that 
Spiritual being which is each one of us, the 
murderous germ is sown by sin. By sin death 
entered into the very shrine of life ; and from 
that central home of our being the sickness 
passes over every part and faculty. It touches 
a man's judgment, and he thinks that the vilest 
sensuality is more choiceworthy than the ever- 
lasting bliss of heaven, and the sight of God : 
its taint bewilders his hearing, and the light 
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nonsense of human flattery sounds clearer and 
sweeter than God's "Well done, thou good 
and faithful servant :" it passes to the retina of 
the eye, and the floating specks of earth seem 
vaster than all the wealth which God has pre- 
pared for them that love Him : it steals upon 
his conscience, and bribes the voice of the oracle, 
till it cries that good is evil, and evil good : it 
strikes the will with palsy, and the hand which 
should have done God's work falls helpless by 
the side, or swings in imbecile rebellion against 
the faltering purpose of the sinner. And so the 
whole head is sick, and the whole heart faint : 
and from the sole of the foot even unto the head 
there is no soundness in it; but wounds, and 
bruises, and putrefying sores. 

But it has pleased Almighty God, in His 
endless Love, to bring into this fallen and tainted 
world a new principle of life, a principle, a life 
strong to drive back the power of sin and death ; 
to heal the great sickness of the soul, and bid it 
stand upon its feet, sound and whole in every 
faculty and sense, to praise Him with the voice 
of joy and health. None who have knelt in 
sorrow and penitence, and made the poor con- 
fession of their sins to Him from Whom no 
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secrets are hid, and heard His message of for- 
giveness, and known that by the virtue of 
Christ's Sacrifice the load is taken away, the 
sickening trouble and weariness expelled, the 
cold cloud pushed back from before the Face of 
God : none who have touched with feeble hand 
the hem of their Saviour's garment, and felt in 
themselves that they were healed of their plague, 
can doubt, or have ever denied, that in the mi- 
nistry of the Church the true yapUrpAvra iafiartiDv 
are still vouchsafed. 

But this is not all. The ministry of recon- 
ciliation does not leave the penitent healed and 
pardoned, but still fearing and trembling, know- 
ing what is done in him ; for to the x^P^^f^'''^ 
lafioTtov are added the evepyqiiaTa hvvdfiewv. 
In the ever-widening work of the Incarnation^ 
through the sacramental system of the Church, 
there is a greater blessing, a second miracle, 
ever ready to be wrought in those who bring 
the sickness of their soul to Him Who takes 
away the sin of the world. For He was not 
only delivered for our offences, but also was 
raised again for our justification. "Raised 
again, that He might fill the pardoned sinner 
with His risen life, and pour into the flagging 
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soul the strength with which He trampled upon 
death : raised again, that He might raise us too 
to a higher life, a higher height of immortality 
and glory, than humanity might have known if 
it had never fallen : raised again, that He might 
impart His holiness. His life. His very self to 
all who will receive Him; that He might (as 
it has been said) "come to them one by one, 
take hold of them one by one, give Himself to 
them one by one, minister to each of them con- 
tinually more and more out of His abundant 
fulness ; regenerate, anoint, cleanse, confirm, re- 
new and perfect them one by one; dwell in 
them one by one, by their faith, until He has 
finished the work and will of God in them, even 
their own sanctification ; and then might take 
their souls one by one to Himself, to rest with 
Him until the general Resurrection, when He 
will come to claim, and restore, and advance their 
bodies also'." "For if by one man's offence 
death reigned by one, much more they which 
receive abundance of grace, and of the gift of 
righteousness, shall reign in life by one, Jesus 
Christ." And of this new Life we are called to 
be the witnesses and ministers ; our lips are to

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declare the truth and joy of its incoming tide ; 
our lives are to shew forth among men the 
brightness and the strength it brings ; our 
hands are to break the Bread and bless the 
Cup which are the Communion of His Body 
and Blood, Who is the Resurrection and the 
Life. Surely, if God has granted us to work 
in Christ's Name among our fellow-men such 
things as these, to carry into their souls the 
cleansing grace of absolution, and the uplifting 
energy of the risen life, we cannot think that 
His Arm is shortened since it was outstretched 
upon the early Church in the gifts of healing 
and the working of miracles. 

Lastly, in this second group of gifts we find 
the miracle of prophecy. Let us take Meyer's 
definition of its meaning, as quoted and ap- 
proved by Alford : — " It is discourse flowing 
from the revelation and impulse of the Holy Spi- 
rit, which . • • disclosed the depths of the human 
heart and of the divine counsel." It is of this 
twofold revelation, of the heart of man and of 
the will of God, that I would ask you especially 
to think; for it is for this, I believe, that we 
receive the spiritual gift in which the power 
of prophecy still lives and wakes and speaks 
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among us. To help a man to know himself; 
to strip off from his own soul all the conven- 
tional disguises in which he moves among his 
fellows ; to lay aside the character which his 
own vanity, or the pressure of circumstances, or 
the flattery of friends, or the fashion of the day, 
or the habits of his business have led him to 
assume; to cease to act a part either for his 
own deception or for that of others ; to dare- to 
face himself, his sins, his true hopes and fears ; 
and through them all to discern what the 
Maker of his soul intended him to be, what 
he might have been once, what he still may 
be ; to behold his natural face, to wpoaayrrop 
Tfl? 7€i/€<r€a)9, the outline of his moral being, as 
God devised and drew it ; to see himself as 
God has ever seen him ; — this surely is the first 
work, the first revelation, for whose forwarding 
and guidance the gift of prophecy may still 
be lingering in the Church of Christ. Not in 
preaching only, but in all intercourse, in every 
utterance, at all times, we may be watchful, 
prayerful, anxious to bring men to this true 
self-knowledge, to the discernment of God's 
eternal purpose for their lives. For this we 
inust strive to cleanse and purify our own souls^ 
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hunting down to its hiding-place and stamping 
under foot the miserable love of praise, and 
all those meaner motives which else will fatally 
distort our sight, and blunt every delicacy of 
the spiritual sense. For this, it may be, we have 
been trained by all the manifold experience of 
our own past life : all our trials, our earliest 
memories of sorrow, of doubt, of ignorance : — 
days when the light was darkened in the hea- 
vens, and days when again it broke out on our 
despair, and we knew that God had never for- 
gotten to be gracious : our deepest miseries, 
our most secret anxieties, our hardly-conquered 
passions : — all memories, even of our very sins, 
may help us, all may be used by the Holy 
Spirit of prophecy to guide us into the depths 
of human characters and human needs ; that 
even our faltering and unworthy words may 
help our brethren in the great work of self- 
recognition. 

But deep is ever crying unto deep ; the deep 
of the heart of man to the unfathomable depth 
of the Heart of God. And we, brethren, we, sin- 
stained, blundering, let and hindered though we 
be, are bidden to speak to them of Him ; to tell 
fhem of His Beauty, His Patience, His Love ; of 
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all the countless perfections which His Holy 
Spirit shews us, melting, and blending as they 
melt, in the Light which no man may approach 
unto. When God's people faint and fear in the 
shame of their self-knowledge, when they won- 
der whether there can be forgiveness or renewal 
for those who have so long rebelled, so long de- 
spised the patience, the daily-enduring good* 
ness of God, we are granted grace to point 
them to the revelation of Him with Whom they 
have to do, as it is uttered in the Incarnation 
and Atonement of His Only - Begotten Son, 
This is our gift of prophecy : — that we should 
bring into the hearts of men the knowledge 
that God indeed is Love ; that from His eternal 
Being there ever flows forth a stream of Love, 
steadier than the noonday sun in a cloudless 
sky, more ceaseless than the hurrying river, 
firmer than the everlasting hills, impartial as 
the air we breathe, generous and forgiving even 
beyond all our thoughts and all our sins ; a Love 
that is ever waiting, longing for their return; 
ready to open the door and welcome them at 
the first touch of their trembling hand upon the 
latch ; nay, even meeting them while they are 
yet a great way off, hastening to greet thenv 
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with the words that are more than pardon, and 
asking for nothing save that they should love 
Him more since they have learnt His Love, 
For we, by the power of the Holy Ghost, have 
known and believed the Love that God hath to 
us ; we have seen and do testify that the Father 
sent the Son to be the Saviour of the world. 



THIRD ADDRESS. 



WE are come to the consideration of the 
third group of miraculous gifts enu- 
merated by St. Paul : the group in which are 
iiTcluded the discerning of spirits, diverse kinds 
of tongues, and the interpretation of tongues. 
Of the first group in the enumeration we thought 
as granted chiefly for the endowment and en- 
nobling of the individual soul : of the second as 
used primarily in the Church's work among 
her own members. I hope that we may find 
in these last three gifts some indication of the 
grace by which the Holy Spirit enlightens 
and guides us in our widest work, in our deal- 
ings with all our fellow-men, whether they be 
members of Christ or no, in our bearing to- 
wards the vast and ever-shifting sea of human 
life around us. 

The subject is fraught with difficulty and 
anxiety, both in regard to the character of these 
gifts in the early Church, and when we come 
to ask the practical questions which they will 
suggest: and| indeed, I trust that you will 
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think of whatever I may say in regard to these 
as merely tentative, said in the hope that you 
will, by your own experience and thought, 
both supplement and correct it, 

I think that we shall do well if we try first 
of all to come as near as we can to some 
general conception of that strange phenome- 
non of the Apostolic age on which St. Paul 
dwells in the 14th chapter of this Epistle : — 
that "speaking with tongues," whose use and 
abuse seemed to him, in the light of the Holy 
Spirit's guidance, to need all possible care and 
watchfulness. He is writing to those who were 
familiar with this manifestation of unearthly in- 
fluence: and so he takes for granted a know- 
ledge which is not, and cannot be, ours. It. 
is, I think, impossible to define with any cer- 
tainty the character of these signs of the Holy 
Spirit's presence in the early Church. But 
I think, from the language of this 14th chap- 
ter, and from the brief mention of the sign 
in the loth and 19th chapters of the Book of 
the Acts, we may fairly and reverently believe 
that the speaking with tongues (as generally dis- 
tinct from the unique gift of Pentecost «) was

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some form of utterance in which a divinely- 
quickened emotion became too strong for the 
normal control of the human intellect, and out- 
stripped, and escaped from^ that restraining 
and forming power which gives articulate and 
logical expression to ordinary thoughts and 
feelings. In such a case, St. Paul tells us, 
the spirit prayed, but the understanding was 
unfruitful. As the glory of God's purity and 
love, the certainty of a judgment to come, 
the horror of sin, the infinite condescension 
of the Son of God, the love which was 
stronger than death, and the triumph of the 
Resurrection broke with sudden revelation 
upon the soul of the highly-civilized heathen, 
in whom every natural faculty and sensibi- 
lity had been developed to the furthest point : 
as the vision of a new and transcendent 
world, and the power of an endless life 
poured into his heart, he might well be filled 
with a passion which could neither be refused 
the relief of utterance, nor find that relief 

guage of St. Luke and St. Paul : but it may be held, in 
deference to a great weigly of patristic authority, that 
the Pentecostal use of other tongues, of foreign words, 
sometimes re-appeared in the later gift. 
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in the ordinary forms of language, restricted 
by convention and exhausted by misuse. As 
the craving for utterance, the pain and grief 
of long and troubled silence, grew within the 
burning heart, the passion of the convert might 
well at last break forth into some strange utter- 
ance, created for its use in its own divine in- 
tensity, its supernatural stirring and agitation : 
into some language of its own, a language, 
according to our canons, imperfect, perhaps, 
and rudimentary, like the odd, expressive words 
of childhood ^ but truer to the simple fervour, 
the divine energy, of the overburdened heart, 
and so far more worthy of the hearing of God, 
than those perfect forms of speech which only 
lack the life and truth they were constructed 
to express. And so we might think of this 
speaking with tongues as a cry to God, either 
of thanksgiving, or of entreaty, or of adoration, 
perhaps, according to human rules, imperfectly 
articulate, but yet fashioned for the true and 
unhindered and undistorted utterance of a di- 
vinely-quickened passion. 

But the moral and spiritual character of such 
utterances must clearly lie in, and depend upon,

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the irv€VfiaTa, the spiritual agents, which prompt 
them. False as well as true emotion would 
seem to outrun the speed, to escape from the 
grasp of the intellect : and in the early Church 
sinful and morbid passion might at times shake 
off the control of the formative faculty, and, in 
this respect, imitate the fervent passion of the 
heart which God had touched. An excitement 
which began and ended on the level of this earth 
might break out in vehement, pathetic inarticu- 
lateness : just as in every age error, as well as 
truth, has its enthusiasm, its devotees, its mar- 
tyrs : and human wilfulness, as well as human 
fraud, cries at least as often and as loud as the 
humble craving of patient and suffering faith 
for a clearer revelation of its God. 

Hence the ipfirjvela y\a)<T<TS>v (by which St. 
Paul at the close of the 14th chapter, clearly 
with some anxiety, restricts the public exercise 
of the gift of tongues) — the understanding that 
is, and interpretation of these mysterious and 
passionate utterances, would depend upon the 
ScaKpiai^ TTvevfiaTODVf the discernment and criti- 
cism of the spiritual influences and tendencies 
which they were striving to express : such a dis- 
cernment as St. John requires when he writes — 
** believe not every spirit, . but try the spirits, 
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whether they are of God." In presence of the 
complexity of life, upon the battle-ground of 
good and evil, where Satan himself is trans- 
formed into an angel of light, there is call for 
a continual exercise of that keen faculty where- 
by he that is spiritual judgeth all things. Only 
when the Christian soul discerns the accents of 
kinship in the strange voice, only when he feels 
that it issues from a heart that is lit by the 
same fire which he himself has received from the 
Love of God, can he throw himself into free and 
thankful sympathy with its striving utterance : 
the supernatural intimacy of the Communion 
of Saints must be guarded by the watchful dis- 
cernment and rejection of the morbid and wilful 
and fraudulent counterfeits of its mysterious pri- 
vileges. And further, the same faculty of dis- 
cernment would not only give to a man the 
power of appreciating and recognising and 
understanding the true utterance of the passion 
and the need which had been kindled by the 
revelation of God's holiness and purity and 
Jove: it would also enable him to answer the 
longing, eager heart from which the cry broke 
put: to speak to its emotion, even in its own 
tongue wherein it was barn : and to carry to 
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the very source of feeling and craving the re-» 
sponse of God's all-satisfying mercy. And thus 
the discernment of spirits, the interpretation of 
tongues, and the power to answer their mysteri- 
ous cry, may all be but diverse acts of one and 
the same enabling grace, the grace of true and 
spiritual sympathy. 

Let us turn to our own times, our own work 
as ambassadors for Christ, and see whether we 
may not be called to an analogous exercise of 
the self-same grace. 

All around us, in the present day, we see 
a great stir and movement in almost every class 
of men, towards the hope of something which 
they expect to be much better and happier than 
their present lot : they are restless, and discon- 
tented : and from every part of the great range 
of human life and thought, that fades on either 
hand into dim horizons of shame and glory, there 
rises a tumult of countless tongues, clamouring 
often to an unknown God, for the satisfaction of 
a craving as indefinite as it is imperious. Some 
are crying for more light, some for more love : 
some for pity, some for justice : some for free- 
dom, some for guidance: some for pleasure^ 
some for knowledge: some for certainty, somdi 
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for vagueness: some are angry, some are pa- 
tient, some are desperate. And not a few are 
looking to the Church of Christ: wondering 
whether He Who called to Himself the weary 
and the heavy-laden has left with His priests 
any message for the oppressed and outcast of 
a later age : asking, either in anxiety or derision, 
whether godliness has really any promise of the 
life that now is, as well as of that which is to 
come. The voice of the labourer claims that 
we should help him to his right, and prove that 
ours is indeed the Gospel of the poor : the seeker 
after knowledge looks for our help in making 
the most of the little margin of his hard day's 
work : the voice of women asks whether Chris* 
tianity has done all that it ever means to do to 
guide their longing for a wider life, under less 
arbitrary rules: and others point in silence to 
that great misery which is the unutterable de- 
filement of every town in England, whose streets, 
at every night-fall, give the lie to the Church 
towers that rise above them, as though they 
would not see that wretched merchandise of 
lust. On every side the down-trodden, the de- 
spised, the wronged, the ignorant, the hungry, 
the bewildered, are crying out to God and to 
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His Church in the diverse tongues of their great 
and many wants. 

How are we to meet them all ? to know what 
each would have, what Christ can give to each ? 
What is our part and duty, as clergy of the 
Church of England, in regard to the great 
social and political activities which are striving 
on to the relief of these urgent demands for 
help? 

Questions such as these will in time, I think, 
be pressed upon us all; we shall all have to 
decide (either for the guidance of our dealings 
with individuals, or in regard to some of the 
many societies of all kinds which are being 
formed all over England) what is our proper 
and divinely- appointed part in those public 
movements and efforts which lie outside the nar« 
rowest conception of the clerical office. Such 
decision is sometimes easy and certain, some- 
times most difficult. For before we decide, we 
must in some d^ree discern the spirit which 
is astir in the craving and the effi^rt : and then 
we shall be baffled by the complexity and en- 
tanglement of the motives by which men work. 
For this is surely one note and characteristic of 
^modern.life: that we can seldQm trace in it der 
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cisive lines or single and continuous tenden- 
cies : motive is mixed with motive, alliances are 
ever being formed and changed, good and evil 
seem blending and parting as arbitrarily as the 
groups of leaves in the wildest eddies of a river : 
so that there are very few movements astir into 
which the ambassador of Christ can bring the 
weight of his Office and his Master's Name 
without reserve or fear ; with which he can freely 
and uncritically act in the confidence that all 
its motives and tendencies are such as God will 
bless. But perhaps the difficulty is, more often 
than we think, increased, if not created, by 
faults of character and judgment within our- 
selves, which mislead some of us in one direction 
and some in the other, and .which it is our plain 
duty to resist and trample down. Let me try, 
brethren, to speak of a few of these temptations 
by which we are all, I think, beset, and which 
have, in other ages as well as in our own, led 
some into the error of inaction, and others into 
as fatal a temerity. 

First, let us remember that in regard to any 
work in which we are invited to bear part, and 
which lies within any reasonable definition of 
pur sphere, we incur a certain responsibility by 
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refusal as well as by active co-operation. We 
have not always the right merely to stand out- 
side and hope that presently the good will 
come out more clearly even without our help : 
it is not always true that no harm will come of 
waiting. Theudas was, doubtiess, wrong in his 
premature and wilful attempt to deliver God's 
people from their bondage : but Gamaliel's 
policy of inaction was no less clearly inadequate 
to the times in which he lived. 

And then we should be sure that our hesi- 
tation is not due to any mere timidity, or 
constitutional love of security, or indolent re- 
luctance to rouse ourselves and take in new 
thoughts : for God hath not given us the spirit 
of fear ; but of power and of love and of a 
sound mind. There is already too general an 
impression among our people, tiiat the Church 
and the clergy are absolutely committed to 
every detail in the established order of things, 
and that we are afraid to move lest we should 
shake down our own house. I need not try 
to say how anxiously watchful we must be 
lest any desire of praise or of popularity in 
pleasant company mislead our sympathy: lest 
we hold the faith of our Lord Jesus Christ with 
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respect of persons, or ever forget that God hath 
chosen the poor of this world as heirs of the 
kingdom which He hath promised to them that 
love Him. 

But if we are bound to scrutinize the motives 
which may make us slow to widen the range 
of our work and influence, we must not forget 
the dangers and temptations under which we 
enter into matters outside our plain and boun- 
den duty. Suffer me, brethren, to speak very 
briefly and tentatively of three such perils. 

Is there not, first, a risk of being hurried into 
work which was not meant for us, by the love 
of originality? No one seems to notice us 
while we are doing our proper business : but 
there is always a certain iclat when we appear 
unexpectedly and in unlikely company: any- 
thing we have to say carries the greater weight, 
just because people did not think that a clergy- 
man would say it : and those who do not care 
to listen to us in church are attentive enough 
when we speak on a platform. There is an 
attraction in the very semblance of originality : 
an almost irresistible charm in the sense of 
standing alone, and venturing further than our 
comrades into some alien and untrodden coun- 
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try : an attraction which is, perhaps, enhanced 
for many among us by the quietude, the un- 
heroic restraints, the uneventful routine of our 
proper work. 

And, in the second place, we ought surely to 
be very careful not to bear part in, or give the 
sanction of our office to, any work whose tech- 
nical details and principles we do not under- 
stand. No one can know what is and what is 
not important in a matter which he has not 
thoroughly and painfully studied : and nothing is 
more sure to alienate thoughtful men from us and 
our ministry than that they should find us ignor- 
antly confident where they know that certainty 
is impossible and probability against us, or that 
they should see some miserable fraud and quack- 
ery commended by clerical influence and the 
language of religion. We are rightly distrust- 
ful of those who, without training or vocation 
pr study, propound their own impressions and 
fancies in theology : but we are bound to be as 
scrupulous in declaring our opinion against the 
general belief and practice of other professions, 
with whose science we have only a second-hand 
and amateur acquaintance. There is a me- 
morable sentence of Burke's in regard to such 
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acts of trespass : " those," he says, " who quit 
their proper character to assume what does not 
belong to them, are for the greater part igno- 
rant both of the character they leave and of 
the character they assume." 

And lastly, we are bound to a sensitive and 
anxious care, that in the course of our co-opera- 
tion with any social movement the great and 
eternal truths which are committed to our charge 
shall never be obscured or misrepresented by 
any compromise, any uncertain and apologetic 
utterance. I have heard it said that in this 
respect we have much to learn from the 
Churchmen of the generation which is now 
almost gone from among us. Forty years ago 
men believed simply that God had spoken, 
and that no practical advantage, no consider* 
ation of human policy, could change or qualify 
what He had said : it was for them simply 
to do His work according to the Truth which 
He had revealed, and to leave the issue to 
Him. And so they might have borne to 
see even the mass of their own generation 
drift away from their influence, rather than 
consciously treat His Revelation with disloyalty, 
or suffer it to be placed in any position below 
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that supremacy which essentially belongs to it : 
for they knew that souls are really won for 
Christ, not by being allured into a polite ac- 
quiescence in as much Christianity as they are 
easily able to receive, but by discovering that the 
Church of God has something in its trust which 
stands alone, in solitary, supernatural dignity, 
above all else : something which Churchmen are 1 

right in believing to be beyond all change or 
compromise, something which men can neither ' 

live without, nor fashion for themselves. 



Forgive me, brethren, that I have dwelt so 
long upon the more anxious uses, the humi- 
liating perils, and the safeguards of thiat most 
blessed grace of sympathy, whereby the Holy 
Spirit will, through your faith and prayer, lead 
you to the joy of recognizing and answering the 
true craving of human hearts for the knowledge 
of our Blessed Lord and the Communion of His 
Life. Apart from all these doubtful cases of 
which it seemed necessary to speak, in the 
simple and daily exercise of that grace will 
be, I trust, the constant happiness and refresh- 
ment of your work : not only among your own 
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people, but wherever you carry among men the 
thought of Him Who came to interpret all the 
vague and broken cries of wounded souls, and 
to speak to them in their own language the 
answer of a Father's Love. 

For as one moves about even among strangers, 
and as they simply know that one is a Priest, 
one finds again and again the little hesitating 
signs of trust and wakeful sympathy : and for 
the pure, though half-unconscious love of Christ, 
many people, and especially the poor, turn to- 
wards one the gentler side with which God has 
graced their character. They take it for granted 
that one will like to talk to them, and to hear 
about their anxieties, their homes, their hopes : 
that at least one will not be rude, or cold, or 
frivolous, or ungrateful, if they begin to speak 
of what they really care about. • Sometimes it 
is only a few words of ordinary talk, which still 
they would not volunteer if one were not dressed 
as a clergyman : sometimes it is about a village 
grievance or trade dispute, and they seem to 
expect that one who is the professed servant of 
the righteous Judge will hear them patiently : 
sometimes, thank God, they wake a bygone 
grief, and heart meets heart in the Name of 
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Him Who is the Resurrection and the Life. 
To know that, for Christ's sake, a stranger can 
trust and need one: to know, ever so seldom, 
that one has stepped across from seeing the 
roughness and hardness which men turn to- 
wards the world, and has touched and known 
that higher, gentler side which looks and yearns 
towards God : to believe that in every man you 
meet there may be such a better side, such 
a gentler look, such a power of sympathy: — 
this is high among the mercies which God 
vouchsafes to His most unworthy servants : for 
it is the foretaste of their Master's joy in the 
Communion of Saints. 

There is, in an Indian legend of the life of 
Buddha, a passage which tells how, when the 
Prince left his father's palace, and all the gor- 
geous beauty of his home, to seek the truth 
which might help his fellow- men, all nature 
woke to greet him, to welcome bis coming, to 
reveal its hope of a deliverance : — 

" Into the night Sidd&rtha passed: its eyes, 
The watchful stars, looked love on him : its breath, 
The wandering wind, kissed his robe's fluttered fringe : 
The garden-blossoms, folded for the dawn, 

. Opened their velvet hearts to waft him scents 
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From pink and purple censers : o'er the land, 
From Himalay unto the Indian Sea, 
A tremor spread, as if earth's soul beneath 
Stirred with an unknown hope." 

One could almost take the fable as an alle- 
gory of what his life might be who should move 
among his fellow-men as the faithful, self-for- 
getful herald of their true deliverance, met and 
welcomed by the awakened sympathy, the un- 
answered longing of all pure hearts. But we 
have a better type, a truer light, a higher ideal 
in the record of His ministry, round Whom, as 
He walked from village to village, and trod the 
country-roads of Palestine, the streets of Jeru- 
salem, all who were weak and wounded and 
sad and anxious gathered in the trustful ex- 
pectation of his healing virtue : — ^Whose perfect 
purity and divine strength drew towards Him 
those who waited for the consolation of Israel, 
and those who were sick with divers diseases :— 
and Who, if He sometimes throws upon His 
Clergy's ways the Shadow of the Cross, can 
fill them also with the glory of His Transfigu- 
ration, and the power of His Risen Life, for the 
help of all to whom He sends them. 
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LIFE AND WORK. 

A SERMON PREACHED BEFORE THE 
SERVICE OF ORDINATION. 



PSALM xc. 1 6. 

Shew Thy servants Thy work : and their 
children Thy glory. 

THERE are certain great characteristics^ 
certain steadfast conditions of our life on 
earth, which, whether deliberately or in careless- 
ness, we are, almost without exception, contented 
habitually to ignore. Their very steadfastness 
makes it easy to forget their presence : and 
their truth is so indisputable that it never quick- 
ens our mind with any challenge or stimulus 
qf doubt. When we hear or speak of them 
the words pass by without rousing us to any 
eflfort of thought or imagination : we may be- 
come familiar with their form without ever 
having realized their meaning. It comes to 
be as hard, as unnatural to us, to give them 
any novelty or freshness of aspect, and to see 
them as though for the Ifirst time^ as it would 
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be for one who has grown through childhood' 
and boyhood in the self-same home, to look 
critically at the old rooms which are the ac- 
cepted background of all his life, to imagine 
how their furniture would strike him if he 
had never seen it before, or to examine as 
a mere stranger the pictures and ornaments 
which, by a thousand memories, are inseparably 
associated with his very self. Only now and then, 
it may be, in some moment when the spiritual 
consciousness is heightened and quickened far 
beyond its wont, we seem to feel, as we never 
yet have felt, the vast power, the supreme 
greatness of some such forgotten truth ; we lift 
our eyes and see its solemn outline beyond and 
above all the little objects of our daily cares ; 
we wonder at our own audacity in daring to 
live lightly in its abiding presence; we pray 
that we may henceforward remember it in all 
our ways. 

It is the intense discernment of such a truth, 
of such a condition of the life of man, which 
forms the dominant thought of the 90th 
Psalm. The occasion of the Psalm has been 
referred to the last years of that dreary time 
when the righteous judgment of disappoint- 
ment and of death was slowly moving to its 
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utter fullSlment upon a rebellious generation: 

when God took away from His people the 

offer which they had distrusted and despised, 

and the heart of Israel was sick with the ruin 

of the hope that their own sin had irrevocably 

deferred. "As truly as I live " saith the Lord, "as 

ye have spoken in My ears, so will I do to you : 

your carcases shall fall in this wilderness. After 

the number of the days in which ye searched 

the land, even forty days, each day for a year, 

shall ye bear your iniquities, even forty years, 

and ye shall know my breach of promise. 

I the Lord have said, I will surely do it unto 

all this evil congregation that are gathered 

together against Me : in this wilderness they 

shall be consumed, and there shall they die V* 

It may well have been in the experience or 

retrospect of those years, with their fruitless 

wanderings and relentless gloom, while death 

was falling day after day on lives that had 

touched no earnest of their hope, that there 

came to Moses, the man of God, that real 

and living and spiritual recognition of a great . 

truth which is as far from our leisurely assent, 

our unproductive commonplaces, as east from 

west, and dawn from darkness. As one after

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another, and hundred after hundred of his own 
generation passes away into the night wherein 
no man can work, passes away from aims 
unreached and expectations unfulfilled into 
the thick and silent darkness behind the un- 
rent veil of death : as all the men with whom 
he has lived, and worked, and fought, and 
hoped, fall before the still unsatisfied decree; 
and the strong hand, and the active mind, 
and the eager heart, seem useless now as the 
bare rock of the wilderness where they must 
leave the dead: Moses sees, as none perhaps 
has ever seen while his own life was strong 
within him, that great law and limit which 
must encompass every work and purpose upon 
earth: in the midst of life he realizes the fact 
,of death. His soul scans the vast interval 
between the everlasting God and the frail 
creatures who move, and sin, and boast for 
a few years beneath that steadfast throne. 
Above him is the Eternal Being Who, from 
everlasting to everlasting, before the moun- 
tains were brought forth, or ever the earth 
^and the world were made, is God alone : around 
him the children of men are hurrying he knows 
not whithor, across the shifting scene of their 
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little life. The ever-living God, and ever^ 
dying men: — this is the contrast which his 
inspired thoughts are toiling to express in the 
manifold and stupendous imagery of this 
Psalm. To what can He liken these frail and 
fleeting souls, as they hasten and are gone? 
They are as the leaves that float at random 
down the torrent ; as the unreckoned hours 
of sleep: as the light grass that is dried up 
and withered before its birthday closes in: 
as a forgotten thought, as a word wasted on 
the air, as the light wreath of a man's breath 
upon a wintry day, so they fade and pass away, 
and their place knows them no more. "For 
when Thou, O Lord, art angry, all our days 
are gone : we bring our years to an end, as 
It were a tale that is told. The days of our 
age are threescore years and ten; and though 
men be so strong, that they come to fourscore 
years: yet is their strength then but labour 
and sorrow; so soon passeth it away, and we 
are gone." But above the great flood that 
IS ever streaming westward, above the flickering 
hopes of human life, above the shadow of death, 
there is One Who spans all generations with 
■an Eternal Love, One sure Refuge for the sons 
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of men: One in Whose Presence they may 
hide their life and hope from the common 
doom of earth: one work there is astir in 
this world which does not pass away, one aim 
and purpose which will lift a man up out of 
the uncertainty and transience of the things 
of time: "Lord, Thou hast been our refuge 
from one generation to another. So teach us 
to number our days that we may apply our 
hearts unto wisdom. Shew Thy servants Thy 
work : and their children Thy glory/' 

Thus, in the assurance of access to the Ever- 
lasting God, and in the devotion of this life to the 
furtherance of His work on earth, the Psalmist 
rises above the fear of death, and rescues his 
soul, with all its thoughts and powers and 
hopes, from the wasteful uncertainty of human 
schemes and human efforts. The true dignity 
of this present life, its real and undying great- 
ness, lies in the possibility of its consecration 
to the work and service of Almighty God. The 
time and strength which are spent in any way 
under the control and guidance of such a con- 
secration, can never pass away, or be lost in any 
lower form of force : they are linked with an 
etpmal purpose, and entrusted to the care of 
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Him Who sitteth above the water-floods, and 
remaineth a King for ever. The years that 
have been sanctified in His service, the powers 
of mind and body which have been brought 
into co-operation with His Almighty Will, are 
exempt from the sentence of vanity which lies 
upon the servants of self-love ; for such labour 
is not in vain in the Lord. 

This, brethren, is the first thought which I 
would ask you to take to-day from the 90th 
Psalm: a thought which should be active in 
every human soul, but which must be empha- 
sized beyond the possibility of forgetfulness in 
those whose whole being is dedicated to the 
service of God, alike by open profession among 
men, and by the invisible Gift of the Third Person 
of the Ever-Blessed Trinity. — The importance 
the meaning, the sanctity, the direction of every 
hour in this life, is drawn not only from the 
prospect of a life to come, whose eternal bliss 
or misery will depend upon our use or abuse 
of the things of time : but also, and it may be 
more plainly, from the truth that here on earth, 
now, to-day, there is a work astir which is the 
work of God : a work which He, the Almighty 
Lord of Angels and Archangels, deigns to shew 
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and to entrust to you and me : a work which 
,we, with our fleeting life, our little and uncer- 
tain strength, may either forward or retard. It 
is a work which is as old at least as sin : a work 
of which God spake to Adam when he hid in 
shame among the trees of Eden : a work whose 
.promise held the faith of patriarchs and pro- 
phets : a work for which God mightily delivered 
His people, and led them like sheep by the 
hand of Moses and Aaron : a work whose Price 
was hardly foreshewn in all the million sacri- 
fices of the Temple Courts : a work for which 
the Son of God was made man, and crucified, 
and rose again, and in which the Holy Ghost 
ever strives and pleads : a work in which every 
saint in all the centuries of Christendom has 
toiled, and prayed, and died : a work which still 
engrosses every energy of the Church Catholic, 
while angels wonder at the sight, and prin- 
cipalities and powers learn to know the mani- 
fold wisdom of God : even the work whereby, 
out of the sin and darkness and trouble of this 
world. He is ever drawing to Himself the weary 
and repentant souls of sinful men and women, 
that He may accomplish the atsmber of His 
elect, and hasten His Kingdom. By ways in- 
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numerable and past our finding out, through 
all the delicate sympathies of soul with soul, 
through all the network of influences, uncon* 
scious and unrecognized ; by the voices of poetry 
and music, by the highest thoughts of every 
art ; through the tangled relations of society, 
and the ceaseless change which seems its life: 
wherever hearts are touched, and consciences 
are stirred, and eyes enlightened : above all, in 
that deep solitude where He Himself speaks 
with the soul which He has made and sought :— 
His work is going on. And we, brethren, one 
and all, are called to bear our part in it, and 
to work the works of Him that sent us hither, 
while it is day. There are souls whom He 
would lead home by our hand : souls who even 
now, it may be, are praying and waiting till we 
come in, that they may receive their sight! 
there are homes where we are ordained to be 
the heralds of His consolation: hearts which 
He will wake and win by some poor word that 
we shall speak : dark places of the earth into 
which our ministry shall bear the dayspring 
from on high, and the Life which is the Light 
of men. Others may speculate about the ten^ 
dencies of the age, and rest in the pessimist or 
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optimist theories to which temperament or 
fashion may incline them : others may acqui- 
esce in this or that supposed necessity of a 
highly-civilized society: — ^we can only watch 
and pray that alike in the troubled world of 
thought, in the quietude of a country parish, 
amid the haste and strife and confusion of 
the crowded streets, in our own homes, and in 
the contact of every individual soul, the Eter- 
nal God will shew to His servants His work, 
that whatever strength, or skill, or wisdom His 
Grace has given us may be rescued from the 
wastefulness of self-seeking, by union with the 
purpose of His Everlasting Love. 

"Shew Thy servants Thy work, and their 
children Thy glory." Not only from the first 
clause of the petition, but also from its com- 
bination and contrast with the second, we may 
learn something of the temper and direction 
with which God would have us use and sanctify 
this present life. For although the consecration 
of our time and energy to the furtherance of 
His sure work on earth will save us from the 
miserable blunder of spending money for that 
which is not bread, and labour for that which 
satisfieth not : although the energy which is 
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devoted to His service is thereby rescued from 
the fear of loss : still the great limit bounds our 
outlook into the future, still it is certain that 
our individual share in the life of this world, 
our own part in its visible affairs, is confined 
within a very few years, and may be closed at 
any moment For us, indeed, the cloud which 
in earlier ages hung about the gate of death, is 
smitten through by the brightness of our Sa- 
viour's Resurrection : beyond the shadow of 
the conquered King of Terrors we shall see 
the King in His Beauty, and the Prince of 
Peace, Who died to deliver us from the bond- 
age of the fear of death. But still the tran- 
sience of this present life remains as the sure 
and grave condition of its wisest use. We can 
but touch our Master's work on earth, and then 
leave it : leave it, perhaps, very soon after He 
has shewn us where it lies : leave it just when 
men would say that we are most fit to forward 
it. It is often late in life that a man attains 
to that self-recognition, that understanding of 
God's purpose for his work, which is the be- 
ginning of his fruitfulness : late in life the great 
facts of the Christian Creed become the con- 
trolling realities of his soul, and enlist the whole 
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energy of his humble and loving service ; but 
whether early in the morning, or at the eleventh 
hour, we enter into the vineyard, it is certain 
that the evening will fall before even our little 
share in the work is nearly done. We pass 
away when God wills : happy, most happy, if. 
before we go He has shewn us His work : and 
when we are gone, others will take up that 
work, and carry it nearer to its appointed end. 
Each one of us can be at the very utmost only 
like some mason, who, in the six centuries which 
passed between the conception and achievement 
of the great Cathedral of Germany, may have 
given his life to the elaboration of some single 
detail in that unnumbered wealth of ornament, 
and left to far-off generations the hope of won- 
dering at the perfect work. We bring the offer- 
ing of our life, and then are called away, blessed 
indeed if others can work into the great plan 
the fragments which we leave. It is some such 
thought as this which underlies the prayer of 
Moses, and seems to give it an unfading signifi- 
cance for all who would bring into the service 
of God the few years, the frail powers of a 
human life : we shall not long be here to hinder 
or to help our fellow-men : we have but a little 
while to waste or to consecrate : we cannot 
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hope or pray to see the splendour of the King* 
dom : it is enough if He Who reacheth from the 
one end to the other, sweetly and mightily or- 
dering all things, will but accept and guide our 
life : — ** Shew, O Lord, Thy servants Thy work, 
^nd their children Thy Glory." 

In proportion as we are able, by God's grace, 
and in union with the Sacrifice of our Blessed 
Lord, to make this prayer our own and to train 
our hearts to its sincerity of dedication, we shall 
escape from that dark shadow of self-praise 
which else must be the besetting peril and mi- 
sery of our life. We shall cease to be greedy 
for results, restless when they are deferred, se- 
cretly and humiliatingly uneasy when they are 
surpassed. We shall not look about for little tasks 
which we can finish and with which our name 
may be associated : nor as we grow older shall 
we talk of what we have done, or claim for the 
merits of the past the gratitude or tolerance 
which we have ceased to justify by the present. 
And if thus we can shake off the love of self, 
if thus we can indeed desire only to do God's 
work that others may the sooner see His glory, 
we may enter into the Spirit which has moved 
in all the noblest work that has brought light 
oil earth and joy in heaven. . A French writer • 
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has finely said that the work of science in its 
true character is impersonal: science ever ac- 
cepts the labours of her servants, and forgets 
their names. We need not look back to the 
ages when unreckoned martyrs sowed the seed, 
or unknown evangelists carried far and wide 
the blessings of the Church of Christ, to see 
a like fruitfulness of self-forgetful service : we 
may learn it, if wc will, in the change which, 
comes at last over some miserable and shame- 
less district, where brutality and drink and 
blasphemy are slowly retreating before the pa- 
tience and simplicity of one who, right up to 
death itself, seeks only to bring to sinful men 
and women the knowledge of the love of God : 
— where the outspoken atheism, which among 
plain people represents the artistic infidelity of 
some of our magazines, is yielding to the old, 
unanswerable argument of a life like Christ's. 
Or we may turn to the records of the Church's 
work in Africa, or India, or Melanesia, and see 
how, one after another, men poured out their 
strength, and faith, and life, before the vast 
bank of angry clouds would even begin to 
move or melt at the light and glow of God's 
redeeming Love.. Doubtless, brethren, they who 
would serve the Crucified must not think of 
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self: thus He will accept their labours, and 
men will forget their names: — names which, 
none the less, may even now be written in hea- 
ven with a splendour above all that this dying 
world can give or take away. To work for 
Him Who died for us : to work without mur- 
muring or complacency: to see by faith the 
true importance of this life, and the true di- 
niensions of its various objects : to work in 
whatsoever field, as not expecting to achieve, 
but ever resolute to forward, the abiding pur- 
pose of God's Love : to work while courage 
makes us patient, and patience makes us brave : 
— this is the one temper and scheme of life 
which no death can either threaten or interrupt. 
For ".here is the patience of the saints : here 
are they that keep the commandments of God 
and the faith of Jesus. And I heard a voice 
from heaven saying unto me. Write, blessed are 
the dead which die in the Lord from hence- 
forth : yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest 
from their labours : and their works do follow 
themV 

And now to God the Father, God the Son, 
and God the Holy Ghost, be all honour and 
glory, henceforth and for evermore. Amen.

ferred to the end of the book.
